Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 2-8, 34-37, 44, 66-69, 76, 98-101, 108 and 137-140, drawn a 
physiological monitoring system having wireless communications, 
classified in class 600, subclass 300. 

II. Claims 9-14, 24-31, 45-50, 56-63, 77-82, 88-95, 109-114, 120-127 and 
149-151, drawn to a physiological monitoring system having means for 
manual input, monitoring predetermined routines and feedback to the 
individual, classified in class 600, subclass 300. 

III. Claims 18, 19, 51, 83, 115 and 141-144, drawn to a physiological 
monitoring system having means for triggering an event upon detection of 
a condition, classified in class 340, subclass 573.1. 

IV. Claims 20-23, 52-55, 84-87, 116-119 and 129-136, drawn to a 
physiological monitoring system having means for locating a device, 
classified in class 600, subclass 424. 

V. Claims 145-148, drawn to a physiological monitoring system having 
means for adjusting electronic media, classified in class 600, subclass 
300. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are 
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shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention II has separate utility such 
as a system with manual input not requiring wireless output. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

Inventions II and III are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are 
shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention III has separate utility 
such as a system with means for triggering an event not requiring manual input. See 
MPEP § 806.05(d). 

Inventions III and IV are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are 
shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention IV has separate utility 
such as a system with locating means not requiring a condition-responsive trigger. See 
MPEP § 806.05(d). 

Inventions IV and V are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are 
shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention V has separate utility such 
as a system having means for adjusting electronic media not requiring locating means. 
See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 
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Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for Groups I and II are not required for Group V, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for Groups I and V are not required for Group II, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Claims 1, 15-17, 32, 33, 38-43, 64, 65, 70-75, 96, 97, 102-107 and 128 link 
inventions I, II, III, IV and V. The restriction requirement between the linked inventions 
is subject to the nonallowance of the linking claims, claims 1, 15-17, 32, 33, 38-43, 64, 
65, 70-75, 96, 97, 102-107 and 128.
